'AGRICULTURE MINISTER Frank Richter haa 
-t* hastened to aaaure Britkh Columbians that 
there k no need for alarm about the quality of the 
milk produced in the province, despite the rtaftement 
of a federal food and drug official that pesticide 
counts In milk from the lower mainland have reached 
a “significant level. M One may conclude that there k 
a broad margin of difference between significance, 
In the technical sense, and actual hazard to health. 

It la gratifying and comforting however that 
Mr. Richter simultaneously haa announced the gov¬ 
ernment’s intention to take several steps without 
delay to bring the use of pesticides in British Columbia 
under better control, firstly starting In a few days the 
testing of other B.C.-produced foods as well as milk 
for contamination of this sort in a new laboratory 
in Vancouver. No leas welcome is the information 
that at the next session of the legislature an act to 
control the sale and use of pesticides will be Intro¬ 
duced. and that in the meantime efforts will be made 
to achieve the same ends through education of food 
producers and handlers. 

Details of the proposed legislation, it Is under¬ 
stood, have not yet been fully worked out, but it is 
hoped that the act will encompass the purchase and 
indtocriminate use of dangerous chemicak on the 
domestic scene for the protection of gardeners and 
their neighbors, aa well as the large-scale application 
of insect and vegetation killers in agriculture, forestry 
and other industry. 

It might seem more advantageous were the 
projected law of national scope, inmead of relating 
only to British Columbia. That may well come about 
In future. But pending more stringent restriction at 
the federal level of the employment of pesticides, the 
provincial government k meeting a distinct need by 
pushing ahead in this field.

true from mcS. Seeds can be started 
any time through late spring or early 
summer, sowing in the greenhouse or 
coldframe, or even in a small outdoor 
seed bed, transplanting the young plants 
to their flowering insitions nest October, 
where they will bloom next year and 
every year thereafter. Like all border 
perennials, the clumps will need to be 
taken up and divided about every third 
year. i-

When incorporating Geum plants In 
the perennial flower bed, I like to aet 
them In the ground in groups of three, 
with about a loot of spacing between 
the Individual plants. In this way, each 
group of three plants win grow together 
to make a large clump with a solid mass 
of bloom. The scarlet and orange vari¬ 
eties are very effective sited In front 
cf delphinium, ancbusa and other tall 
blue flowers, while the yellow kinds go 
well with pink phlos and purple monks¬ 
hood. 

The Geum bears its flowers on stiff, 
wiry stems well up above the foliage, 
and the blooms ire very much la de¬ 
mand far vase and bowl arrange menu 
The wiry stems are rather hard and 
don't take up water too readily unless 
they are bruised and crushed a little 
immediately after cutting.

In searching through the catalogues 
for Interesting and attractive plants to 
furnish our perennial f lo we r beds, one 
question we should always aak is- How 
long does the thing stay In bloom * Some 
of our most charming subjects are no¬ 
toriously short In their season of bloom¬ 
ing, and after their brief Audi at color, 
contribute nothing but uninteresting fo¬ 
liage for the rest of the year. 

The Illy of the valley Is a good ex¬ 
ample of what I mean. While this is a 
grand plant for the “wild" garden and
